Ottawa, Aug. 26.—A_ specics of re- 
cistration is outlined in the govern: 
ment's new system of reervithhg for 
which an ordér-in-council was pass- 
ed recently. 

Briefly, the new scheme contem- 
plates the appointment of directors 
of recruiting, who will have the s'1- 
peryision’ of the cnlistments in the 
yarious military districts, one diree- 
tor to be appointed for each dis- 
trict. hese directors shall be em- 
powored to make a canvas of their 
districts with a view of disbinguish- 
Ing Jretwesn the various classe. 
Those whose serviess are requircd in 
the essential industrics of the coun- 
try shall have their names tabulat- 
ed, whil2 those unfit for service hy 
being physically unfit saall be  pro- 
vided with buttons or badges. Thus, 
by inference, all ‘slackers’ shal! ue 
designated, ' 

As outlined by the order-in-counci! 


it shall be the duuz of the dirgeetor! 


to visit localities and acquaint Nin 
self with the nature of the various 
industrics, ‘‘to take into considerat- 
ion the character and importanie of 
the employment in which any pet- 
sons proposed to be recruited may 
be engaged, and to notify the  ¢dm- 
manding officcr of any. regiment thet 
is to be reernitcd there wherher toe 
services of such pcrson would he oi 
more value to the state in the  em- 
ployment in whieh he is «engaged, 
than if such person were enlisted fur 
active service in the militia of Can- 
ada. 

In casa the director of recruiting 
should determine that the sarvices of 
any person thus engaged is of mare 
value to the state, such person shell 
not be enlisted without the written 
permisilion of the adjutant general, 
though the commanding officer shall 
have the right to appeal from tne 
decision of the recruiung diceccer to 
the adjutant general.’ 

In order to secure his information, 
the director of recruiting shall have 
the power of conierii.ng with variotls 
labor and ather organizations. 
Power is given by the order-in-toun- 
cil for the appointment of a divector 
general of recruiting to nave super- 
vision over the other directors. ‘Tie 
latter will be appointed to the  ex- 
peditionary forces and thcir salarcs 
and allowances shall be fixed hy the 
governor in council, and such salur- 
ies and’ expenses shall be charged to 
war appropriation. : 

The: regulations covering badges 
are somewhat extensive. Badgus of 
“such form as. the governor in eviun- 


to the foliowing classes:\ 

(a; Men honoraily discharged from 
the expeditionary forces. 

(b) Men who have offered themscl- 
ves for active service in the present 
war and have heen rejected. 

(c) TZen who desire or who have 
offered to enlist and who have jeen 
refused upon the ground that their 
services are of more value to Lhe 
state in the employment in waith 


Visted for active service. 
The badges so approved may 4 e 
issued by any military officer mwuth- 


orized thereto, by the governor-in- 
council, and eyery badge shall be 
numbeted and accompanied by a card 
pearing the samy number and signed 
by the military officer issuing ir. 


This card shall contain particulars 
as to the person to whom tv is 1s- 
sued and the reasons for its issue. 
The card must be kept at all times 
on the person cf the man who wears 
the badge so that it may be shown 
on request to any military officer or 
constable, Otherwise the omission 
will be reported to headquarters, 
Loss of the card must be reported at 
once to the officer by whom {t was 
issued. The wearing of such badye 
by other than to whom it was is- 
sued, or imitations thereof or the 
selling of such imitations is strietly 
prohib ted. ‘Anyone guilty cf this 
offence shall be liable toa fine of 
not exceeding $100 or imprisonment. 
for a period not exceeding 20 days. 
In no case will a badge he Iissucd 
to persons who have been rajected 


or who are obviously unfit for serv- 
ice in, and have not scrved with the 
expeditionary forces; for example, to 
mon who are totally blind, crippled, 
paralytic, ete, io 

The system will go into force im- 
mediately.

Have you any idea how-many 
echools, churches, etc. are burned in 
Canada every year, Perhaps you 
think there are very few of thom, 
as you do not often hear of such
